Mr, Cleveland Decided to Act Before 
Congress Meets, 


YHAT BODY MIGHT REFUSE CONSENT 


Tho Secretary Is in a Peculiar and 
Embarrassing Position. 


WALL STREET GOT THE TIP FIRST 


Congress May Conclude to Inquire Into 
the Reason for This Issue—Londoa 
Wants Some of the Bonds. 


Washington, November 13.—(Special.)—In- 
asmuch as the fact has leaked out that the 
president hag made up his mind to again 
take advantage of the resumption act and 
issue another series of bonds, he concluded 
today to take time by the forelock and di- 
rect the issue before public opinion should 
nave the opportunity to crystallize in oppo- 
sition thereto. 

Mr. Cleveland thoroughly understood that 
a very strong public sentiment existed in 
opposition to any further increase of the 
public debt. This was made manifest in a 
most pronounced manner at the late session 
when the demogqgratic majority in both 
branches of congress took open ground, not 
only against any turther bond issue, but 
questioned the authority of Secretary Car- 
lisie to issue the $50,000,000 loan of last 
spring. 

The fact will doubtless be recalled that 
potent influences were interposed pending 
the conskteratieon em the tariff bill by the 
senate to secure legislation looking’to’ an- 
other bond issue; but leading democrats 
in house and senate advised the president 
and Secretary Carlisle, net. to press the 
matter, as it would surely meet with defeat. 
The silver republicans in both bodies, no- 
tably Senator Teller, took open ground 
against further bond issues, and in several 
speeches, as well asin private consultation, 
the Colorado senator served notice on his 
political colleagues that he would antag- 
onize the proposition to the utmost and nev- 
er permit Wall street influences and the 
sold oligarchy to dictate the financial policy 
of the nation to the detriment of the west 
and south, and especially to the injury of 
the silver producing sections. 

They Could Not Wait. 

The Wall street magnates, realizing they 
could not accomplish their purposes through 
congressional legislation, at least at the 
present congress, and being advised that 
Secretary Carlisle felt that no additional 
increase of the bonded debt should be in- 
curred without the authority of congress, 
simply notified their ally at the white house 
that it was ‘‘now or never’’ for more gold 
bonds and Mr. Cleveland responded forth- 
with. Secretary Carlisle undoubtedly pro- 
tested against having his authority under 
the resumption act delegated to Wall street, 
but without avail. : 

Tired of Carlisle. 

The particular question now agitating al! 
Washington is naturally in what position 
does this matter leave Secretary Carlisle. 
lit is an Open secret that the president made 
no benes of snubbing his treasury minister 
in this affair, as, indeed, he has snubbed 
him on ether occasions, and the public is 
curious to know just how long Mr. Carlisle 
‘s disposed to submit to such treatment. He 
has not resigned as yet, but the word goes 
‘that the president considers him persona 
uon grata and would be glad to squeeze 
him out of the cabinet. Some of Mr. Car- 
lisle’s adtnirers, while regretting the situa- 
iion, think that Mr. Carlisle sowed the wind 
and reaped the whirlwind in resigtiing from 
the senate to accept the treasury portfolio. 
These friends advised him against entering 
‘he cabinet in any pesition, believing that 
‘he cabinet officials would be hardly more 
than elerks to President Cleveland, and 
‘hat it was the veriest folly on Mr. Carlisile’s 
purt to throw away the mantle of senator 
“hich he wore with eminent distinction to 
accept the secretaryship of the treasury 
aid be foreed to abandon the settled finan- 
“al principles of a life-time. This he has

Bishop Rulison conducted the 
services and at the close of a finely render- 
ed musical prelude, he delivered a strong 
address on Christian duty. 

In the communion service Bishop Law- 
rence acted as celebrant and was assisted 
by his brother bishops. First the clergy 
and then the laity came to the altar rail 
and hundreds together drew inspiration 
from the church’g most holy sacrament. 

When finally the services were over, the 
gathering became social in its nature and 
developed into a genuine reunion as the con-

GENERAL PETTUS CHOSEN PRESIDENT 


Tom Clark Selected by the Caucus 
for Speaker. 


BOTH WERE FAVORITES IN THE RACE 


Populists Will Have No Voice in Organ- 
ising the Assembly, for the Dem- 
ocratse Held a Caucus. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The favorites won. Francis L. Pet- 
tus, of Dallas, is president of the senate, 
and Thomas H. Clark, of Montgomery, is 
speaker of the house. 

The general assembly of Alabama conven- 
ed at noon today. Both houses were opened 
with prayer, after which the members pre- 
sented their certificates and were sworn in 
by Chief Justice Brickie, in the senate. 

Mr. Goodwyn, the populist senator from 
Elmore, offered a resolution that the senate 
proceed without any party conférences, to 
the election of officers, but his proposition 
was voted down by a party vote. The two 
houses adjourned about 1 o'clock to meet 
at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

The democratic members of the senate 
met in the senate chamber after adjourn- 
ment and nominated the officers of that body 
as follows:

They have simply gone and cut the throats 
of the party that gave them the right to 
vote, and have disgraced their womanhood. 
The governor opposed the enfranchisement 
of women as much as I dod now. 1 don’t 
think he is absolutely against giving them 
the right to vote in other states, but he 
thinks they should receive some educa- 
tion in citizenship before they get the full 
privileges of American citizens.’’

Tho Dead Czar of All the Russias Rests 
at St. Petersbarg. 


VAS? CROWDS THRONG THE STREET 


They Paid Large Prices to Get 
Seats in a Window. 


WALES WAS THERE FOR GREAT BRITAIN 


He and the New Czar, Nicholas II, Walked 
Together in the Procession, Which 
Was Indeed a Notabie One. 


St. Petersburg, November 13.—The prepa- 
rations for the reception of the body of 
Alexander III in this city today, were hard- 
ly equal to those in Moscow, and in con- 
sequence of a thaw followed by a fog and 
a heavy snowfall, the procession had to 
march through deep slush and mud. The 
heralds yesterday announced that the body 
would arrive at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
hotels were crowded to their full capacity 
with visitors from all parts of Russia and 
the continent, and windows along the route 
of the procession had been readily rented 
days ago at 100 roubles. The people were 
very quiet and in every way gave evidence 
of their appreciation of the solemnity of the 
occasion. 

Preceding the ceremony of removing the 
body from the Nicholas station to the fort- 
ress three guns were fired. After the third 
gun the church bells were tolled and 
throughout the day minute guns were fired. 

When the funeral train arrived at the 
Nicholas station at 9:55 o’clock a. m., the 
weather was dull and damp and chilly, and 
the streets were very muddy. The station 
was crowded with the nobility of Russia, 
and representatives from every other Euro- 
pean country, and the long platform in front 
of the station was covered with black 
cloth. 

The hearse, with a silver and gold body, 
a golden canopy surmounted by a crown, 
and tipped and edged with: three white 
feathers, stood ready to receive the re- 
mains pf the dead emperor and around it 
was ranged the guard of honor, all represen- 
tatives of the navy. In addition to these 
there were a large number of clergymen, 
choristers and others, awaiting the arrival 
of the train and beyond the limits pre- 
scribed by the police and military was an 
immense crowd of people. 

Amid the solemn music of the band and 
the chanting of priests and singers, the 
long funeral train, drawn by two engines, 
slowly steamed into the station, unttl the 
mortuary car was opposite the steps léad- 
ing to the hearse, when it came to a full 
stop. With. canfles and incense the priests 
stood in a group lining the steps, the met- 
ropolitan. of St. Petersburg and the higher 
clergy at the top, and the roll of the drums 
of the gréenadiers, mingled with their chant- 
ing, showing the harmony of the tributes 
of the church and army to their former 


the men joined and the volume of vocal 
music swelled high upon the frosty air. 

The roofs of the houses were crowded 
with people as the procession moved at 10:3 
o’clock. The coffin, which was gilded, was 
covered with a golden pall, lined with heavy 
ermine with heavy tassels at the cornegs. 
This was folded half way back. 

The prince of Wales walked with the 
Czar Nicholas II, each wearing a uniform 
similar to the one he wore in Moscow, only 
more elaborate. This characterization is 
true of the whole procession. It was con- 
ducted upon the same plan as that in Mos- 
cow, only more elaborately. There were 
more led horses, caparisoned with flowing 
black and emblazoned with the arms of the 
various provinces; more regiments, etc., but 
except that the procession and ceremonies 
were on a larger scale everything was the 
same as last Sunday. 

The Long Procession. 

The pfocession was divided into thirteen 
sections, each headed by a master of cere- 
monies, wearing a black and white scarf. 
The sectiomus represented various degrees 
of mourning. The first section comprised 
the late czar’s companies in all the princi- 
pal regiments, followed by footmen and 
pages. The secord section included the 
czar’s family standard, the red military 
standard and the czar’s charger, the former 
cureied and the latter attended by superior 
officers. The th.rd section floated the stand- 
ards of Siberia, Vetebesk, Bulgaria, etc., 
also carried by superior officers. The 
fourth section carried similar standards, 
and like the second and third sections, was 
closed up by subaiterns and the horses of 
leading officials. The fifth section also car- 
ried various standards, together with the 
imperial pennant borne by a vice admiral, 
and the standards of the empire in black 
silk and white silk. The sixth section in- 
cluded the great standard of the empire, 
carried by two major generals, two colonels 
and two superior officers. The seventh sec- 
tion was composed of peasants, burghers, 
merchants and delegations from various 
places and the mayor and municipal au- 
thorities of St. Petersburg. The sections 
from eight to eleven, inclusive, were com.- 
posed of delegations from local. bodies, pub- 
lic officers ard the imperial household, the 
meinters and officials of the senate, the of- 
ficials of the various chancelleries and the 
secretaries of Finland and the empire, the 
imperial ministers, and the members of 
the imperial council. In the tweifth section 
were four colonels holding the four giaives 
of the empire, points downward, and the 
dead ezar’s medais and orders carried by 
officers of the,army and navy. In the thir- 
teenth section were the choir of the convent 
of Alexander Newsky and the czar’s con- 
fessor, Father Yanicheff, 

These were followed by the hearse drawn 

by eight horses, generals holding the tas- 

sels. On both sides of the hearse were sixty 

pages—thirty on each side—with lighted 

torches. Immediately after the hearse came 

the czar, Nicholas I, wearing a general's 

uniform with the imperial household, the 

prince of Wales, the king of Greece, the 

Russian grand dukes, and their aides and 

a company of Grenadiers. Following these 

came the czarina, Princess Alix, of Hesze- 

Darmstadt, the Grand Duchess Xenia, the 

Grand Duchess Olga and a large number 

of equerries, companies and regiments.

Te Receive the Remains of the Czar | 
Alexander. 

St. Petersburg, November 13.—The prepa- 
rations for the reception of the remains 
of Alexander III in this city are hardly 
equa] to those in Moscow, and in conse- 
quence of a thaw followed by a fog and 
heavy snowfall it is likely that the pro- 
cession will have to march through deep 
slush. Heralds yesterday announced that 
the body would arrive at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

The hotels are crowded to their full ca- 
pacity with visitors and the windows along [ 
the route of the prvcession have been 
rented readily at 100 roubles. 

Preceding the ceremony of removing the 
body from the Nicolas station to the 
fortrees three guns will be fired. After the 
third gun the church bells will toll, and 
throughout the day minute guns will be 
fired. The navy will supply a guard of 
honor at the railway station. 


Fieods in Engiand. 

London, November 13.—FlooJjs in various 
parts of England are still raging. In Buck- 
ingham, the houses in the lower portion of 
the town are flooded and the roads are 
blocked. The Avon has overflowed its 
banks at Bath and thousands of persons 
are consequently imprisoned in fhe upper 
stories of factories and dwellings. 


Hurricane in the North Sea. 

Berlin, November 13.—The . hurricane 
which has prevailed along the coast of the 
North sea, has done a great deal of damage 
and considerabie loss. of life is reported. 
The telegraph wires throughout Germany 
have suffered greatly from the storm, and 
in many sections they are wholly pros- 
trated. 


COTTON GROWERS IN CONVENTION. 


They Hope to Get the Promise of Con- 
certed Action. 

Mcntgomery, Ala., November 13.—The cot- 
ton growers’ convention, called by the com- 
missioner of agriculture for Alabama, Hec- 
tor D. Lane, met here this morning, 100 
delegates being present, representing Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Mississippi, Flordia and 
North Carolina. The object of the conven- 
tion is to devise means for improving the 
present depressed condition of southern 


farmers. 

Commissioner Lane was chosen presi- 
dent and J. Norwood, secretary. Committees 
were appointed on order of business and 
resolutions. The order of business reported 
was discussions as follows: Commercial 
fertilizer, with a view to the reduction of 
the use and cost of planting; proper hand- 
ling of cotton, the picking, packing and gin- 
ning of cotton. 

Reduction of acreage, improvement or 
staple, marketing of cotton, immigration. 
Ac number of resolutions bearing on these 
‘subjects ‘was introduced and referred to the 
committee. : 

A ‘resolution from the Southeastern Ala- 
bania district grange, declaring that. over- 
production and financial stringency was ihe 
cause of the depressed - condition “of” 
cotton business and asking the cd-operation 
of southern: planters in agreement and prac- 
tice of raising less cotton. was taken. up 
by the convention, and discussed for an 
hour or more. ) 

Considerable divergence of opinion was 
‘mahifested regarding the cause of the low 
price of cetton. Letters weére read from 
the assistant secretary of agriculture and 
the chief of the government weather bu- 
reau detailing the methods adopted and 
shortly to be introduced by the bureau in 
making the accurate record of the cotton 
crop. The thanks of the ‘convention were 
returned to these officers. 

At the afternoon session the resolutions of 
the district grange were again discussed 
and finally referred to the committee on 
resolutions. 

Governor-elect Oates being present, was 
called upon to address’ the conyention, 
which he did in direct terms, setting forth 
his views upon the situation and why the 
price of cotton cannot be affected by mon- 
etary conditions in America, 80 long as 
cotton is sold to foreigners and the price of 
cotton is fixed in Liverpool. 

A resolution was adopted that the con- 
vention urge upon congress the advisability 
of the United States building the Nicaragua 
canal as that canal will give shorter water 
route for southern cotton to the mills of 
China and Japan. 

A resolution was adopted that, as the 
manufacture of raw cotton into yards, dou- 
bles its value and turning yarns into sheet- 
ings quadruples the value, and the south is 
without its many factories that should be 

tablished. | 
heater legislatures are urgently re- 
quested to encourage the establishment of 
such factories by exempting them from 
taxation for a period of ten years.

Richmond, Va., November 13.—(Special.)}~ 
The tobacco. exhibit to be made by the 
Richmond trade at the Cotton States and 
International exposition in Atlanta next 
year will cover 4,000 feet and perhaps more. 
And it will be mid2 vp of dispiays by indi- 
Viduais and firms, thus producing a better 
effect and a greater variety than wwuuld be 
shown in a collective exhibit. Messrs. Har- 
raleon and Christian, the special comris.- 
sicners who are working in the interest of 
the tobacco exhibit for which a special 
building will be erected, appeared before 
the trade at a special meeting today and 
their visit was entirely satisfactory. 

Mr. W. T. Hancock presided at the meet- 
irg and Mr. Christian made a brief address, 
explaining the object of the visit of himseif 
and Mr. Harraison to the city. He said 
that the authorities of the Atlanta exposi- 
tion had no idea of the immensity of the 
tobacco interest, but were willing to put up 
for a distinctive tobacco display a building 
as large as might be necessary. Mr. Chris- 
tian gave some figures regarding the 
amount of money involved in the tobacco 
interest, and made a statement relative 
to what he and Mr. Harralson had accom- 
plished in Durham and Winston, N. C., and 
Danville and Lynchburg, Va., and said 
their object now was not to dispose of space 
but to ascertain how much space Richmond 
would want. The charge for space would 
be 75 cents per square foot. Any space 
that might be optioned, so to speak, could 
be increased or decreased until the Ist of 
March next. The trade could make a dis- 
play as @ whole or have individaul dis- 
plays. 

Mr. Bosser, of the T. C. Williams Com- 
pany, said his company had engaged 700 
square feet of space and would make an 
individual exhibit, but would be giad to 
have it as an adjunct to and display the 
trude might make.

4,000 square feet of space in the building.

This afternoon Messrs. Harralson and

The commissioners left tonight for Phila- 
deiphia and New York, where they hope 
to interest the large dealers as readily as 
they brave done those in Virginia. It is 
expected that the Richmond tobdacconists 
will really occupy much more than the 4,000 
feet. The exhibits made by the Allen &

Williams & Co. and other large firms here 
heave proved great features of the Virginia

The Central, as hag already been stated in 
The Constitution from time to time, will not 
be reorganized on the same plan as the old 
Richmond and Danville, nor the old East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, but will 
be a separate company with a separate 
charter. The Southern railway is tu have 
control of the Central, but this control will 
come by reason of the possession of a ma- 
jority of the holdings and not by absolute 
purchase. The Georgia Central will retain 
its charter and its name. 

This means that there will be a president 
and a full directory of officials, the same as 
used to be. 

And now the question is who is the presi- 

dent to be? 
Reports conflict as to this important issue. 
Teiegrams from New York, sent out yester- 
day by the noon press, declare that Mr. W. 
G. Oakman, who was for a time president of 
the Richmond Terminal Company, will be 
the president. The New York reports tell 
that it is well understood there that Mr. 
Oakman will be the man. 

But reports from Savannah dispute this 
announcement and state positively chat Mr. 
H. M. Comer, one of the receivers at pres- 
ent, will be retained as president of the 
Central. 

Nothing definite is known about the mat- 
ter ag yet, but all eyes are watching the 
outcome. 

According to the reports sent out from 
Savannah it would seem that Mr. Comer 
has been assured by all the holders that he 
will be retained as president of the compa. 
ny after the reorganization. 

Mr. Comer is at present one of the re- 
ceivers of the properties. He has had 
éeharge of the Central ever since it went into 
the hands of a receiver, and has managed 
the properties that form the system in a 
way that has shown his familiarity with the 
work. He was, for a long time, a promi- 
ment cotton dealer in Savannah, and has 
always been considered a capable and suc- 
cessful financier. 

Mr. W. G. Oakman, who is said in New 
York to be certain of the appointment, is 
a well known railroad man. He was, for 
many years, connected with the Richmond 
and Danville, and with the cast Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia in a high connection, 

He has been in the railroad business all 
his life, having started as a division super- 
intendent of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, since which time he has been 
actively engaged in the railroad business, 
becoming vice president of the Richmond 
and Dafiville and the New Jersey Central, 
and afterwards president of the Richmond 
and Danville and the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia. He ig well identified 
with the railway interests of the south, and 
was held in high esteem all the while he 
was connected with the old Richmond and

GAMES IN THE OLDEN TIME. 


themselves, before baseball, and footba!! 
and all modern toys were thought of. Mr. 
J. C. Moffet gives the following descrip- 
tion of some old time English games: 

The games of the Anglo-Saxons and the 
English of the midfle ages were anything 
but gentle in their nature. Even into their 
indoor sports a good deal of roughness and 
horse-play entered and not a little of what 
is now known as practical joking. For in- 
Stance, in diving for apples it seems to 
have been considered very funny to lift 
one end of the board or seat on which the 
diver knelt so as to cause him to slide 
head first into the water. 

A sport very much practiced by grown-up 
boys in those days was what is called 
tilting at the quintain. The quintain was 
originally a trunk of a tree, or a post upon 
which a shield was hung. It gradually de- 
veloped, about the time of the crusades, 
into the wooden figure of a fierce-looking 
Saracen with sword and shield. It was 
made so as to revolve with ease and tap- 
idity on a pivot, and the object was to 
strike the figure in the center of the fore- 
head with a lance, If the shield or any 
other part was struck, the figure revolved 
with great velocity and the wooden saber 
in his hand dealt the unlucky horseman 
a blow on the back. 

Very naturally the smaller boys of -that 
day adopted this game of tilting in their 
sports. One variety of the game consisted 
in running at a bucket of water set on a 
post. By striking it skillfully one could es- 
cape a drenching, but an unfortunate 
stroke brought the water down over the 
player’s head. 

Another rough game very popular in the 


boys mounted on the backs of two others, 
charged at each other and tried to pull 
‘one another to the ground. This, of course, 
was very good training for the savage sort 
of warfare, such as hand-to-hand fighting, 
that they would engage in when they be- 
came men, 

The origin of tennis, golf, oricket and 
baseball may be traced to thé ball games 
in those early days. A gamecdlled “round- 
ers,”” still played in England and Scotland, 
very much resembles our baseball, but 
is much rougher, a player being put out 
between bases by being’ struck with the ball.

Discipline in the Public Schools. 

We have received so many favorable, 
not to say enthusiastic, comments im re- 
gard to an article in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution on the subject of corporeal 
punishment in the public schools that 
we shall have to revise the notion, there- 
in expressed, that public sentiment has 
grown unduly sensitive with respect to 
the punishment of pupils. 

It is difficult to draw the line in the 
administration of school discipline, but 


if our public schools are not to be in a 


left to the teachers who have charge of 
the pupils, the teachers being responsi- 
ble to the board of education. 

We are of the opinion that the grand 
jury in a recent instance acted in a 
manner that may be described as hasty, 
but their action was perhaps based on 
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to administer discipline?’ .° . 
But leaving all that out of view, how 
dis the discipline of the public schogls to 
be maintained if the teachers are to be 
indicted for exercising their authority? 
Laxity in a school of any kind means 
a condition of affairs bordering on riot, 
and ff that is to be the order of the day 
it would be better for the welfare . of 
the rising generations if the public 
schools were abolished. 

We think it would be well for public 
sentiment to manifest itself in the direc- 
tion of giving teachers large latitude 
and discretion in establishing and en- 
forcing the rules necessary to discip- 
line. 


Parkhurst and His Methods, 

Measured by results, the Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst is undoubtedly the most suc- 
cessful of all the American reformers 
of the present day. ; 

About two years ago the doctor, single- 
handed and alone, began his famous 
crusade against the ‘then existing reign 
of vice and corruption in New York. His 
heart was in his work, and he nerved 
himself to meet the storm of ridicule 
and abuse which he knew would soon 
burst upon his head. 

Warned by the failure of other pulpit 
reformers who had dealt in sensational 
statements and fierce denunciations 
without having the facts to sustain 
them, he made it his business to first 
make himself master of the facts of the 
case. 

Month after month this resolute and 
fearless man plodded through the slums. 
He took with him one or two trubt- 
worthy men whose testimony would 
have weight, and together they visited 
the disreputable houses whose inmates 
engaged nightly in abandoned orgies 
and obscene exhibitions which would 
have shamed even the most callous vo- 
taries of vice in the worst quarters of 
Paris. 

In the prosecution of the keepers of 


police were aware of the character of 
their houses, but in consideration of a 
heavy blackmail periodically paid to 
them they did not interfere with them. 

When these revelations were first 
made there was a powerful opposition 
arrayed against Parkhurst. It was said 
that a minister had no right to become 
a detective and familiarize himself with 
the worst and grossest forms of im- 
morality, and that his.crusade would do 
more harm than good. But Parkhurst 
knew what he was about. He was after 
the facts, and he believed that when 
the truth was made public he would 
win. The newspapers gradually stopped 
their ridicule and came to his support, 
and the city politicians and police 
officials began to feel uneasy. They saw 
that there were tremendous possibill- 
ties in this terrible preacher who went 
about with an emotionless face, note- 


and blackmailing policemen. 

Finally, an indignant people ranged 
themselves on the side of Parkhurst, 
and then came the Luxow investigation. 
It would be impossible to summarize 
here the results. The testimony. made 
it plain that with few exceptions the 
police judges and poliew captains of 
New York were a debuuched gang of 
blackmailers, and that their illegal gains 
during the past thirty years had 
amounted to $100,000,000. 

The election followed, and the peo- 
ple rose in their wrath and kicked out 
the whole crowd of corruptionists. 

Now, what gave Parkhurst this won- 
derful victory? He did not win it by his 
sensational actions and _ utterances. 
Others had been fully as sensational, 
and had accomplished nothing. This 
man triumphed because he was making 
a fearless fight for a good cause, and 
he used facts for his weapons. He made 
no charges without the proof to support 
them, and when this dawned upon the 
public mind the pulpit, the press and 
the better classes rallied around the re- 
former. They did not wholly endorse 
his sensationalism, but they said: “Nev- 
er mind whether Parkhurst’s methods 
were in good or bad taste. We must 
deal with his facts. He has shown us 
how. to overcome the twin evils of vice 
and corruption, and our self-preserva-. 
tion demands prompt and vigorous ac- 
tion.”

The signal victory of last week was due 
in large measure to one man—Dr. Charles 
H. Parkhurst. Today he is the most in- 
teresting figure in both politics and religion. 
Two years ago a man more foully ma- 
ligned could not be found in these United 
States. He was the target for low jests in 
barrooms and variety theaters. Even the 
elect pitied his rashness and shook their 
heads. If he had been a weaker man, the 
tiger would have swallowed him without 
the formality of chewing; but being a spir- 
itual giant, he hurled a javelin that sent 
the beast into a death agony. People 
talk of erecting a monument to Dr. Park- 
hurst. I hope they will, but his own fear- 
lessness and independence, his patient 
pertinacity and granu puritanic hatred of 
evil, are qualities of character which have 
already built him a monument so high 
as to be visible from every part of the 
country. Of course, a variety of elements 
consp.red to bring about a change of gov- 
ernment in New York city, but without 
doubt Dr. Parkhurst was the prime mover 
in this reform movement, If the Lexow 
committee supplied the fuel for the cam- 
paign, Dr. Parkhurst lit the fire.

The Chinese regard this plant as a 
cure for almost every disease. They be- 
lieve that the root possesses intelligence, 
and powers of locomotion which enable 
it to run away to escape capture. They 
also believe that it is guarded by the 
> tiger, the leopard, the wolf and the 
snake, animals appointed by the gods 
to protect it. 

A root weighing three or four ounces 
sells for $200, but the American article 
commands only $2 a pound. In Corea 
it is cultivated under government super- 
vision, but in this eountry the plant 
grows wild in the mountain regions. 
The Chinese say that the virtue of the 
plant is not in its material composition, 


‘but in a mysterious power appertaining 


to it through being produced wholly 
apart from human influence under the 
care of a beneficent spirit. 

But while the Chinese will pay any 
price for this root, and will consume 
all that can be produced, the medical 
men of Europe and America have never 
found any curative power in it. Our 
Indian tribes, however, agree with the 
Chinese and regard ginseng as a valu- 
able medicine. 

Many localities in the south are well 
suited to the cultivation .of this plant, 
and there is no danger of overproduc- 
tion. The Chinuse would rather go 
without clothes than go without ginseng. 


The New Bond Issue. 

If all the reports about the attitude and 
statements of the treasury officials are 
true, the new issue of bonds advertised 
by the organs that assume to be the 
personal organs of the president, is like- 
ly to create strained relations between 
the head of the administration and the 
secretary of the treasury. ~ 

The situation is very peculiar. Ac- 
cording to The New York Times, Mr. 
Cleveland, acting through E. C. Bene- 
dict, the banker who has won notoriety 
by hanging on to the president’s coat 
tails in all sorts of weather, has gone 
forward and made preparations for the 
issue of bonds without consulting . the 
head of the treasury. It is said on the 
best authority that Mr. Cleveland has 
had conferences with the leading bank- 
ers of Wall street at which Mr. Carlisle 
was not present and to which he was 
not invited. The result is that while 
Wall street is busy making preparations 
for a bond issue of $100,000,000, Mr. 
Carlisle and the officials at the treasury 
department declure that they kiow 
nothing about it. 

But this is not all. The head of the 
treasury not only denies all knowledge 
j6f/'a bond’ issue, but says that he will 
permit the gold reserve to fall to a much 
lower point than it has yet fallen be- 
fore he will feel justified in making 
another issue of United States bonds, 
This statement goes straight from the 
treasury department into the columns of 
The Washington Post, and it is coupled 
with another which hits the nail so di- 
recily on the head that we must at- 
tribute it to Mr. Carlisle himself. It 
is this, “that a new bond issue is de- 
sired by Wall street simply as a means 
of providing an investment for their 
surplus and accumulating funds.” 

This statement, credited by The Wash- 
ington Post to “treasury officials,” goes 
to the root of the whole matter. Bonds 
are to be issued, not because of any 
emergency that demands them, but 
simply and solely ‘because of the fact 
that Wall street demands a safe and 
profitable investment for its idle funds. 
On account of the prostration of busi- 
ness and the paralysis of enterprise oc- 
casioned by fastening upon our people 
the British gold standard, the money 
of the country has congested in Wall 
street and other financial centers. This 
congestion of idle money represents the 
miseries and sufferings of the people, 
but, instead of trying to relieve it, the 
administration proposes to make it the 
excuse for affording the rich bankers 
and the gold owners of the country a 
means of investing their surplus funds. 
To the miseries of the people is to be 
added the increased taxation  repre- 
sented by interest-bearing bonds. 

If it be true in politics that the prin- 
cipal is responsible for the acts of the 
agent, how long will it take the demo- 
cratic party to recover from the unpar- 
alleled infamy of this surrender of the 
interests of the people to the greed and 
avarice of Wall street? 

So well is it known to the public that 
there is no emergency calling for the 
issue of bonds—so well is it known that 
the bills of credit of the government 
would be good even if there were not a 
dollar in gold in the treasury—that the 
only excuse offered by those who are 
urging the bond issue is to the’ effect 
that it is necessary to convince foreign 
capitalists that the credit of the gov- 
ernment is in a state of solvency and 
stability. In other words, the foreign 
bankers having forced the British gold 
standard upon this country are now 
clamorous for their share of the extra 
spoils. They will refuse to believe that 
the credit of the United States govern- 
ment is good until they have an oppor-

Governor Flower, of New York, will allow 
electrical experts to try to resusciatate the 
next prisoner who is electrocuted. Ever 
since the adoption of the electrical execu- 
tion act by the state, the Westinghouse 
people, whose dynamos are used, have de- 
clared that electricity was not the cause of 
death, but that death was assured by the 
holding of an autopsy directly after the 
body had been taken from the electrical 
chair. No less an authority than Nicola 
Tesla, the famous electrician, contended 
that he could bring back to life a man 
killed in an electrical chair, provided the 
attempt was made immediately after exe- 
cution. Mr. George Westinghouse has al- 
ways asserted that electrical death was 
a sham, and that a New York commission, 
headed by Elbridge T. Gerry, had added the 
autopsy clause to the law so as to make it 
eertain that the man was dead. 

Within the last few weeks the agitation of 
the subject has become prominent, and an 
appeal is to be made to the governor to al- 
low the next man condemned to be used as 
a subject to be experimented on.

The attempt, if successful, will prove 
that the state executioners have been the 
surgeons who have held the autopsy rather 
than the state electrician.

of progress, thrift and civilization, where 
we boast of our weaith, our churches, 
schools and laws can we continue to hold 
our rank in the sisterhood of respectable 
States if these awfui violations of law are 
perpetrated in the face of our courts and 
State government? What is to be the fu- 
ture of Georgia if human beings are to be 
thus dealt with in the face of the courts— 
in the face of the governor, and in the face 
of the peaceable and” law-abiding citizens 
of our country? We do not compromise 
with crime under any circumstances. We 
believe that every perpetrator of crime 
shouid receive the full and complete pun- 
isnhment prescribed by the statutes upon our 
books. And waen tnese brutes and liber- 
tunes s0 far forget themseives as to outrage 


a poor woman, let her be black or white, 


we hoid and insist that they should be dealt 
with in no uncertain manner. But it should 
be done according to law. It’s a shame upon 
the standing, reputation and civilization of 
any state to tolerate the open violation of 
law, as reported in this case. The court 
had done its duty in the case and its man- 
dates should have been adhered to. 

Great Master above, give us a state, 
courts and a chief executive, from the giar- 
ing facts in the present case, that will rise 
up today and put an end to the existence 
of mob law in grand old Georgia! We love 
the name of Georgia. Her red hills, her 
genial climate, her people and her industry 
are all dear to us. Our aged parents were 
Slaves upon her soil. We know of no state 
as of Georgia, and no section, as of the 
south. But how are we to hold sacred this 
dear southland and reverence, as we do, her 
noble people, if these continued violations 
of law go unnoticed by our state authori- 
ties, and the perpetrators go unpunished? 
We are of the opinion that Governor At- 
kinson, a young man of brain and manhood, 
has been elected just in time 
to put himself on record as g0v- 
ernor of the state, to put an end 
to this practice in gia. Ex-Governor 
Northen avowed his intention to stop it, 
and did his best. And now, in less than 
thirty days after the inauguration of Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, the same thing comes 
forth more glaring, with more positive 
proof of the parties perpetrating it, than 
in any case to which our attention has 
been called. 

We do not want to be understood as in 
amy way trying to justify those who com- 
mit these black outrages. Far,be it from 
our intention. They should > punished 
with death. Bul let the law take its course. 
If the present law is insufficient, give us 
an adequate statute. But while the pres- 
ent reign of disgrace exists, with the demo- 
crats in power, and they claim, during 
each state election, to be the negro’s best 
friend, we can never believe them true and 
sincere. As an humble colored citizen of 
Georgia, I say our laws should and must 
be obeyed, our courts respected and our 
citizens protected. And until this is done 


we are drifting backward instead of for- 


ward. The men who make laws must first 
obey them themselves. Then they can, 
with a clear conscience, see to it that those 
who violate them are justly punished. 
There is such a thing as retribution. Con- 
tinue to lynch negroes and in a few more 
years white men by white men will be 
lynched. New is the time to call a _halt. 
Trusting that Governor Atkinson will 
show himself a mam, a statesman and a 
governor of the whole people and make an 
example of the Monticello lypchers, I am 
most respectfully, M. C. PARKER.

Bartow, Jefferson County, Georgia, No- 
vember 8, 1894.—Editor Constitution: Allow 
me space in your paper to analyze the vote

About 15 per cent of 
thé population are legal voters. Whenever 
a vote reaches a higher per cent than this 
you may leok out for repeaters. The aver- 
age in six counties in the above iist falls 
below 15 per cent. Assuming this to be 
correct, Richmond county should have only 
6,779 votes. Now, deduct this from the 
vote cast on the 6th, 15,333, and you wiil 
have 9,104 fraudulent votes cast in Rich- 


mond county on that day. But these 9,104 


fraudulent votes are just 57.9 per cent of 
the whole vote. We will suppose now that 
Major Black and Mr. Watson shared 
equally in this fraud—that is, if Majer 
Black received 13,722 votes and 57.9 per cent 
out of these were fraudulent, then he re- 
ceived 7,975 fraudulent votes. Deduct these 
from his vote and he has 5,737 honest votes.

MUCH DAMAGING ING TESTIMONY GIVER 


Mr. Seaborn Crowley Tolls the Jury ) 
a Dramatic Story. 


CINCINNATI DETECTIVES ON THE STAND 


There Wasa Big Crowd in the Courtroom 
All Day-Myers’s Nerve Was 
Shaken a Bit. 


Ir was a trying. day for Will Myers | 
vesterday, @nd a less Spartan-like spirit | 
than his would have shown it more than | 
the young defendant did. 

When the father of the murdered man 
was put on the stand for the state, and 
in a voice indicative of emotion and eyes 
full of tears, told the story of his son’s 
disappearance, the long, midnight search 
and the tragic finding of the dead body 
the next morning, Will Myers lost all of 
that careless demeanor that has charac- 
terized his bearing and became serious and 
attentive.” He listened to every word the 
old father said, and many times during the 
jong story wiped his forehead dry of the 
beads of perspiration and clasped and un- 
clasped bis hands in a nervous fashion. 

Testimony of a most damaging nature 
was introduced against the young man. 
Witnesses identified as Crowley’s watch the 
one Myers pawned in Atlanta; others 
identified the pocketbook found in Fol- 
som's hotel as Crowley’s. The linen found 
there was identified as Myers’s. He was 
identified by the officers arresting him in 
Cincinnati and to whom he denied his 
identty. Another important witness was 
the barber that dyed hig hair in Coving- 
ton. Through this witness it was clearly 
developed that Myers was trying to con- 
ceal his identity and to secure some dis- 
guise. 

The cross-examinations of Leading Coun- 
sel Moyers all tended to show that he in- 
tends to bring in the “‘other man” theory. 
He was particular to ask Mr. Seaborn 
Crowley if he was certain that a horse had 
been tied to the persimmon bush where he 
stood. This would iImdicate that there 
was some one holding the horse, and in the 
motion for a continuance it was plainly 
stated that such a witness would be pro- 
duced. 

The sessions today will be fully as in- 
teresting and it is not likely that the case 
will be finished before Friday or Saturday 
at the earliest, unless the defense should 
introduce no testimony. 


TWELVE JURORS SECURED. 


Seaborn Crowley Testified in a 

Very Dramatic Fashion. 

There were four jurors to be selected to 
complete the Myers jury yesterday morning 
when Judge Clark asked Clerk Venable to 
begin the eall of the talesmen who had 
been drawn on Monday afternoon. 

There was some trouble in securing the 
remainger of the jury, although only four 
men were required.. The state had oniy | 
iwo strikes remaining and the defendant | 
had but four. Many disqualified fer one 
cause or another, and it was not until 
three panels had been exhausted that the 
c.erk announced the jury completed. The 
four men accepted terday morning were 
Ww. M. Perryma bookkeeper, of i161 
Haynes street; A’S Robinson, a marble 
dealer, 16 Hill street; H. T. Huff, coal and 
wood dealer, West End, and J. R. radber- 
ry, of the Southern Express Company 
It was 10:30 o'clock before Solicitor Hill 
began to call the witnesses for the state. 
More than forty witnesses were called for 
the state, but not all of them responded. 
They were directed by Judge Clark to line 
up with the right wing near the table 
around which sat those interested in the 
prosecution of Myers. As they continued to 
fairly swarm in at the cail of the solic- 
itor, Judge Clark told them te form a sec- 
ond plateon, and when all had been called 
told the solicitor that he had formed the 
company for him.

Many people gazed at the young prisoner 


during the testimony of Mr. Crowley. My- 
ers’s face wes flushed with the tinge that 
indicates embarrassment, and he was plain- 
ly nervous. Myers’s father, too, was under 
a terrible strain as the father of the 
dead man gave out his testimony, steadily 
and slowly, often with dramatic effect, to 
the jury. 

The witness stated that his home was 
in Roswell, where he had lived for twenty 
years; that he was president of the Laure: 
Hill Manufacturing Company and half 
owner of a store and a stable; that he 
had a son named Forrest Crowley, who 
was born in 1866 and killed in September 
of this year. He remembered coming to 
Atlanta with his son, Will Myers and R. 
G. Broadwell; that. they got on the train 
in Roswell and came to Atlanta together, 
reaching here about 8:30 in the morning 
on Monday; that the first time he ever 
saw Myers was on Sunday, September 17th, 
and that Myers was in a hack which was

“Those were my son’s,” he said, with 
tears in his eyes and his voice choking with 
emotion. 

Mr. Crowley Cross-Examined,. 


On the cross-examination by Mr. Moyers, 
Mr. Crowley described the hack which 
Myers and his son had rode in together at 
Roswell. He said 
affair. He went over again the ride to 
Atlanta and the interruption regarding the 
memorandum, telling it all without varia- 
tion. He was cross-questioned regarding 
the mules and simply repeated what he had 
already said. 

Mr. Moyers asked the witness if Myers 
had not told him on the train that he would 
have to go out into the country to see the 
other man before the trade could be con- 
cluded.

He knew the watch chain because 
be had worn it two years and then had 
exchanged it for one that Forrest Crowley 
wore. 

More About Myers’s Roswell Trip. 

The next witness was R. G. Broadwell, 
of Milton county, who was in Roswell the 
day Myers was, and helped in the search 
for Forrest Crowley. He told of a conver- 
sation he had had with Myers on Monday 
morning before leaving Roswell and that 
Myers had told about the grading and 
transfer company and that it owned 18 
mules. He also told about the ride in the 
hack and the memorandum episode. He 
said that when he got off the train Forrest 
Crowley came to him and toid him that 
after the mules were disposed of he would 
attend to some business ‘that he and wit- 
ness had agreed to come'to Atlanta to see 
about. 

‘Forrest asked Myers, said the witness,

From the farm house of Henry Brown, 


near the old federal road in Murray county, 
to the mouth of the pit on the side of the 
Cohutta nfountains into which the body of 
Will Roper was ‘hurled by the whitecaps, is 
a stretch of nearly five miles through the 
weirdest portion of Georgia's mountain 
gcenery. 

A part of this distance is measured along 
the old federal highway. The route of 
the whitecappers, however, diverges from 
the road at a point about two miles from 
the pit and makes a bold curve towards 
the perilous ravine and dreary solitudes 
of the mountains. 

This wild and unsubdued region in the 
corner of the state, remote from the civiliz- 
ing influences of the western part of the 
tounty, still preserves the forbidding aspect 
of its primeval gloom. It has long been 
a favorite lurking place for the distiller 
and for such characters as have figured in 
the adventurous role of outlawry. 

It was past the hour of midnight when 
the veiled procession started with their 
victim from the house of Henry Brown. 
The party reached the pit on the side of 
the mountain about 2 o'clock in the morn- 
img. After saying his prayers on the brink

An order was granted by the court allow- 
ing the defendants to be severed so that 
pleas of guilty could be entered against 
A. P. Dungan and W. R. Morrison. He 
directed Mr. W. Is. Fain, as foreman of 
the jury, to sign a verdict in accordance 
with the pleas of guilty entered by the 
two defendants. 

As soon as this verdict was rendered the 
two defendants were sworn as witnesses 
for the prosecution and placed under the 
rule, requiring them to leave the courtroom 
during the progress of the testimony. The 
army of witnesses for both the state and 
the prosecution was resworn and the trial 
proceeded on the issue between the govern- 
ment and the remaining prisoners at the 
bar. 

Outlining the Prosecution. 

Colonel T. W. Rucker addressed the jury 
outlining the position of the prosecution. 

He stated that in May of this year 
Roper, in the exercise of his duty as a 


citizen, had reported two illicit distillers, Al 


Flood and Sam Green, to the deputy United 
States marshals. He also testified against 
them before Commissioner ilamilton, at 
Dalton, Ga. Later, in the month of June, 
the defendants on trial met at Fort Moun- 
tain for the purpose of forming a con- 
spiracy among themselves to take Roper’s

ef the pit and taking a rather hasty fare- 
well glance at his murderous companions, 
he receives from behind a sudden push, 
simultaneously xccompanied by gum shots, 
and at the bottom of the yawning chasm is 
left to welter in his own blood and to 
perish in the solitude of that frightful and 
unfrequented region. 

‘““‘He will never report another still,” said 
one of the men as he caught the low, sub- 
dued murmur of the wounded man lying at 
the bottom of the pit. 

Five days afterwards, with a bullet 
wound in the back of his head and bruised 
and battered from head to feet, but still 
living, Roper was drawn from the pit. To 
complete the miracle he appeared in the 
federal court yesterday morning to give 
his testimony in what is now regarded as 
one of the most thrilling and sensational 
trials ever jnstituted in the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia. 

Five citizens of Murray county were 
jointly indicted on Roper’s evidence for 
this conspiracy. These men appeared in 
court yesterday morning. They are W. R. 
Morrison, A. P. Duncan, J. T. Morrison, 
J. W. Redd and J. M. Morrison. 

Of this number, however, two of them, 
Will R. Morrison and Payne Duncan, were 
permitted to enter a plea of guilty, not- 
withstanding the plan of the court was to 
try the defendants collectively. 

The other defendants, J. T. Morrison, J. 
W. Redd and J. M. Morrison, were put 
upon the country and the trial proceeded. 

Colonel T. R. Jones, of Dalton, Ga., and 
Colonel W. C. Glenn, of Atlanta, represent 
the defendants. Colonel Glenn managed 
the case and conducted the examination. 

For the prosecution Colonel T. W. 
Rucker, the assistant district attorney, is 
in charge of the case, with Colonel Joe 
James at his side. 

The features of the trial yesterday morn- 
ing were the striking of the jury, the pleas 
of guilty entered by two of the defendants, 
the speech of Colonel Rucker outlining 
the testimony and the evidence of W. A. 
Roper, partially completed. 

The trial of the case will occupy the 
remainder of the week. One hundred and 
fifty witnesses will be examined during the 
course of the proceedings and every inch 
of ground will be stubbornly contested. 

Drawing the Jury. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock Judge Newman 
entered the courtroom and Marshal Dunlap 
wrapped for order and the drawing of the 
jury was resumed. One of the jurors, J. 
H. Floyd, of DeKalb county, was drawn 
the night before and for several hours had 
passed a very lonely period of anxious 
waiting. He was brought into the court- 
room and given a seat in the jury box. 

The number of talesmen summoned was 
very soon exhausted and only seven jurors 
were secured. Judge Newmam directed the 
marsha] to summon a fresh lot, and as

“We intend to track these defendants 
every inch of the way from Henry Brown’s 
to the brink of that well,” said Colonel 
Rucker. “‘We are going to expose the 
workings of this foul conspiracy and bring 
the guilty perpetrators. to the bar of jus- 
tice.’”’ 

He described the manner in which the 
whitecappers went to the house of Henry 
Brown and dragged the body of Roper from 
the bed in ‘which he was sleeping. He 
pictured the nocturnal procession as it 
slowly wended its way to the mountain 
side and described the manner in which 
Roper was battered and shot before he was 
hurled into the pit. He thought it was 
time for the kuklux and whitecappers, who 
had so long menaced the peace and tran- 
quiltity of the state, to be examined, and 
he was ready to establish the guilt of the 
prisoners at the bar beyond the slightest 
doubt in the minds of an impartia] jury. 

Roper on the Stand. 

Colonel Rucker closed his remraks by 
calling Roper to the witness stand. 

As the witness slowly arose from his 
seat and moved across the floor the eyes 

every person in. the courtroom 
intently fixed upon him. 
personal appearance he was 
neat, above the medium. height 
by several inches, and possessed an open 
face innocent of beard. His hair was closely 
cut and his attire was that of a plain north 
Georgia countryman. Though massively 
built he scarcely looked more than forty-five 
years of age. His manner of testifying was 
rather nervous and disconnected but his 
mind seemed to be perfectly clear on all 
the points covered by his testimony and the 
government’s side of the case appeared to 
be fully supported by the witness on the 
examination. He held a paper in his hands 
and frequently applied it to his lips during 
the delivery of his testimony. 

“What is your name?’ began Colonel 
Rucker, breaking the silence that waited 
upon the scene of anxious waiting. 

“W. A. Roper,’’ came from the witness in 
a clearsenunciation. 

“Where did you live in May and June of 
this year?’’

The witness here described the route of 
the procession. They began to move in a 


northerly direction towards the house of a 
man by the name of O. Brown. The road 
then curved until it entered the federal 
highway and the cavalcade took a south- 
easterly direction. In a few minutes they 
reached Peck’s ford, at a point where 
Holly creek crosses the road. Here the 
horsemen stopped and one of the men in- 
quired: 

“Which one shall we take him to?’ 
- “fo the one on the hill. It’s the shortest,” 
came the answer from one of the gang. 

It was suggested by one of the number 
to drop him in the creek, but this proposi- 
tion was lightly regarded. The witness was 
completely mystified by the conduct of the 
men. He feared the worst, but thought it 
wise to remain silent. On they traveled in 
silence, not a word being spoken by the 
members of the band. Presently they reach- 
ed. a point from which an open road di- 
verged from the highway. One of the mem- 
bers of the party, Duncan, left the carevan 
and presently returned with a lot of whisky. 
They commenced to grow jovial at: the 
sight of the whisky and forced the witness 
to try a sample of it. The witness refused. 

**You had better take it,’’ said one of the 
men, recognized as Will Morrison, “it is 
the last you will ever drink.” - 

The witness drank the whisky. 


On the Brink of the Pit. 


In a few minutes they began to climb 
the steep declivities of the mountain and 
soon the mouth of the pit was reached. 
The witness described the manner in which 
he was abused. They took his watch and 
rifled his pockets of the money they con. 
tained, $6.52. Then leading him to the mouth 
of the pit one of the Morrisons said: 

“This is a serious time with you, Roper, 
you had better say your prayers.”’ 

He had no power to defend himself and 
was merciless in the hands of his perse- 
cutors. 

“We are going to bury you among these 
mountains,’’ said Morrison, ‘‘and this is 
your grave. How do you like it?’’ 

The witness begged for his life and en- 
treated the men not to’kill him. At this 
juncture one of the men called attention to 
the fact that time was passing by rapidly 


and in the same instant he was hurled into. 


the open mouth of the pit. As he entered 
the flerce opening two bullets entered his 
head and body and he was unconscious at 
intervals from that moment until his recov- 
ery from the pit five days afterwards. He 
was brought to the pit on Monday night 
and was not drawn from it again until 
Saturday. 

Examined by Colonel Glenn as to his abil- 
ity to identify the defendants as the mem- 
bers of the band, the witness stated that 
he was familiar with their characteristics 
and that they had taken their disguises 
from their faces along the way to the 
mountain. Redd stuttered in his speech and 
Morrison coughed. They called each other 
by name at the pit and along the road. 

Roper was drawn from the pit by means 
of a rope. The pit was between fifty and 
sixty feet deep. He was taken to Jap Reed’s, 
and nursed for several days after which he 
Was brought to Atlanta.. A piece of bone 
was taken from his skull and the skin had 
grown over it. The wound on the head was 
shown to the jury. A map was placed 
against the wall and the route of the pro- 
cession from Henry Brown's to the pit was 
traced by the witness. 

Judge Newman announced that he would 
suspend the hearing of the case until the 
afternoon, Colonel Glenn stated .that he 
would be occupied with a contest before the 
legislature in the afternoon and asked the 
court to adjourn until Wednesday morning. 
After a brief discussion of the matter the 
court decided to accommodate Colonel 
Glenn and the jury was turned over to the 
marshal to report for duty this morning at 
10 o’clock. 

The examination of Roper by the defense 
will be resumed this morning. The trial of 
the case will occupy the remainder of the 
week. 


ABOUL THE CAFlITOL, 


Mr. Montford, the member from Taylor 
county, has in hig possession a petition 
which is likely to create a good deal of mer- 
riment about the halls of legislation.

THE DISCOVERY OF A BURGLARS’ DEN 


A Wholesale Stock of Stolen Goods Found 
ina House Occupied by an Old 
Colored Woman.

In an old house on Elliott street, what is 
thought to be the rendezvous of a notorious 
gang of burglars, was raided by officers 
yesterday morning and a wagon load of 
stolen goods was brought into police head- 
quarters. e 

A very old negro woman, who occupied 


} the house, was brought along. 


Very early yesterday morning Patrolman 
Holt, who was on duty on Loyd street, 
noticed a large negro walking rapidly 
towards the carshed. It was scarcely day- 
break, but the officer could see that the 
man was excited and seemed anxious to 
get out of the way. The quéer antics of 
the negro aroused suspicion and he was 
placed under arrest: While being searched 
after his arriva] ‘at police headquarters it 
was discovered’ that he wore two suits of 
clothes, | 

The weather was cold, but this, in the 
minds of the officers, did not justify the 
amount of apparel in which the man had 
clothed himself. 

‘ There was a contrast, too, between the 
two suits. 

One was dirty, ragged and well ventilated 
in many places. Above this was a black 
tailor-made suit of fine material, which 
evidently had been worn only a few times. 
The negro declared that he had bought 
both suits, but after investigation by 
Patrolman ‘Holt it was discovered that he 
had entered Swift’s undertaxing establish- 
ment through a window and rigged him- 
self out in a new suit which had been left 
in the front room that afternoon by one 
of the employes. The negro, who said his 
name was Joe Carter, denied his guilt and 
declared that the suit had been bought by 
him several days before. 

Carter hived on Elliott street and Officer 
John Abbott and Detective Holcombe de- 
cided to visit the place. The officers were 
not prepared for the big find. Tne house 
was old and a woman equally as ancient 
was the sole occupant. 

She refused them admittance, but a tap 
from Officer Abbott’s club caused the lock 
to snap. 

The effects probably of fifty different 
burglaries were found snugly concealed. A 
large basket was pulled from under the 
bed. In this was found almost enough 
goods to stock a crockery store. Plates 
of various sizes, bunches of silver spoons, 
knives and forks, cut glass galore and 
many other articles of value were taken 
out. 

The bed itself revealed a large supply of 
stuff. Between the mattresses were folded 
several silk dresses and a complete wardrobe 
of feminine articles, all of which showed 
dainty work. The dresses were made in 
the latest style with large sleeves and 
flowing skirts. A box on the other side of 
the room contained five dozen towels. 
These had not been cut apart, showing 
that they had been lifted fresh from some 
dry goods store. 

Two or three valuable pieces of jewelry 
were also found. In fact the whole house 
was filled with goods and it kept the men 
busy piling them, up. 

The goods were, carried to police station, 
where they were spread out in one of the 
side rooms for identification. 

The officers think that the thouse has 
been made the storing place of the gang 
of burglars who operated so extensively 
during the summer. The old woman was 
formerly employed at the Shaddox house. 
She says that some of the goods were given 
to her and that she bought the rest. The 
goods will be left in the side room of the 
station house today for identification. 


BIG ARMIES IN BATTLE. 


The Greatest Number Enguged in 
Modern Times Was at Leipsic. 
Without doubt of all the battles recorded 
in modern history, the longest and sternest, 
as well as the one in which most men were 
engaged, was the memorable battle of Leip- 
sic, October 16, 18, 19, 1813, called by the 
Germans the battle of the nations, says The 
Brooklyn Eagle. The number of troops en- 
gaged is variously stated by different 
writers at from 136,000 to 190,000 on the side 
of Napoleon I., and from 230,000 to 290,000 on 
that of the allies under Prince Schwartzen- 

burg, Blucher and Bernadotte. 

In this awful battle the slain on both sides 
anounted to 80,000, and theusands of the 
wounded lay for days around the city. In 
the battle of Koniggratz, or Sadowa, July 3, 
1866, fought during the “‘seven weeks’ war,” 
the allied Austrian and Saxon troops en- 
gaged amounted to about 200,000 men, while 
the Prussians, under their king, mustered 
in round numbers 260,000 cambatants. The 
total loss of the Austrians, etc., amounted 
to about 40,000 men, while that of the Prus- 
sians was 10,000. If we go back to the melee 
of ancient days we find it stated that at the 
ore fought at Yours in 732, between the 
Franks and the Saracens, from 
350,000 to 375,000 men were kill- 
ed on the field. This would, of 
course, mean that many more men were en- 
gaged than at Leipsic. In a battle mention- 
ed in Chronicles I], between Asa, king of 
Judah, and Rerah, king of Ethiopia, we are 
told that the former had an army of a thou- 
gand thousand, or 1,000,000. Canon Rawlin- 
son observes that this statement does not 
exceed the number of other oriental armies. 
Darius Codomannus brought into the field a 
force of 1,040,000 men near Arbela, where he 
was finally defeated by Alexander the Great 
831 B. C. Xerxes, too, Professor Rawlinson 
says, crossed into Greece with certainly 
above 1,000,000 combatants, and Artaxerxes 
Mnemon collected 1,260,000 men to meet the 
attack of the younger Cyrus. elas

‘Bought Clothes for Myers. 

Jim ‘Oliver, employed at Folsom’s,. was a 
witness. He said that he saw Myers and 
bought him a pair of cuffs. 

“It stvas about 16:30,"" said he, “that the 
clerk rung for me and I showed the gen- 
tleman up to room 9. He told me to: get 
him an under suit and a pair of cuffs. 
He asked me where the nearest clothing 
store was. I bought what he told me. I 
went back to the room at 6:30 that evening 
and saw the pocketbook and the clothes 
and thought hé was still in there. I locked 
the door and gave the key to the clerk. 
I didn’t report anything.’’ 

Another Negro Witness. 

Charley Ligan stated that he was a bar- 
ber and worked at 17 South Pryor street. 
He knew W. J. Myers and remembered the 
day of the killing. Myers came into his 
shop and wanted his shoes shine‘. The 
shoeblack was out and Ligan did it him- 
self. 

“I cleaned his trousers, to),’’ said the 
witness. ‘“‘They were muddy about the 
knee. I don’t know which knee. He told 
me a mule kicked him on the leg. I didn’t 
see him limp.’”’ 

On the cross examination witness stated 
that there was net much mud on the 
trousers.’’ 

What Led to Myers’s Arrest. 

The witness next called by the state 
was William J. Monroe, a Covington, Ky., 
barber. He was the man who dyed Myers’s 
hair and eyebrows, and who gave him 
away to the police. 

“I remember, the day the man came into 
my shop to have his hair dyed. It was 
the 19th of September, not long after half- 
past 8 o'clock,” said the witness. 

“It was Myers, as I afterwards learned. 
He came.into my shop at the time I said 
and got into a chair at just five minutes 
to 9% He told me to cut avound his head 
without cutting the hair on. top. I cut his 
hair and he then told be I’d better dye it 
for him. I told the man on the end to 
get the dye ready. I then shampooed his 
hair. 

“TIT asked him if he wasn’t a stranger and 
“he said that he was. I asked him where 
he was from and he said Atlanta, Ga., and 
quickly changed it and said ‘No, Nashville.’ 


| He then said I guess you'd better shave me. 


He then told me that he had a brother who 
was a barber in Atlanta. I said, ‘I guess 
you cate to see the races.’ He said that 
he didn’t; that Ne didn’t take much interest 
in races, but that he liked baseball. I 
told him that he would have the pieasure 
of seeing a game then on the next day. I 
epoke of the weather and suggested that 
it must be warm where he came from. 

‘“‘When I finished dyeing his hair he said 
he guessed he’d have his eyebrows and 
eyelashes dyed.’ I dyed his eyebrows, but 
wouldn’t dye his lashes, pecause it was 
at night and I was afraid that I'd injure 
his eyes. He looked at a glass and said it 
was quite a change. I tom him then that 
his own mother wouldn’t know him. He 
laughed and said that was what he wanted. 
He asked what the chargos were and I 
told him $2.25. He paid it. The next day 
Detective Bolan came by and told me that 
I’d better go down to headquarters and 
identify the man I spoke to him about.’’ 

On the crogs-examination witness stated 
that he did identify Myers. 

Detective Bolan’s Story. 

Lieutenant Michael P. Bolan, who was 
on the Covington police force at the time 
of Myers’s arrest, but who is now connected 
with the government service, testified. 

‘“T read an account,” said he, “in a Cin- 
cinnati paper of a murder which occurred 
in Atlanta. Monrce, a barber, told me cf 
a young man that had had his hair dyed. 
I went to work and spotted him registered 
at the Indiara House under the name of J. 
Cc. Cunningham, Memphis, Tenn. I tele- 
phoned to lieutenant Porple, night chief 
of the Cincinnati police. He sent me two 
detectives and we met on the corner of 
Fifth and Vining streets. I told them what 
I knew. I left them at the Indiana house. 
The man came in and registered as J.C. Cun- 
ningham, city. I came from Cincinnati to 
Covington with Myers and on to Atlanta.” 

The witness identified the pistol which he 
said Myers lad told him was his; he also 
identified the six cartridges. 

Cross-Examination of Bolan. 

“Did I understand you to say that you 
Cidn’t arrest Myers?’ 

“T caused his arrest.’’ 

“When did you see him?’ 

“About four or five hours after his ar- 
rest.”’ 

“You didn’t see him register?’ 

“No.” 

“How mtch money did Myers have at 
the time of his arrest?’ 

“I believe it was $27.”’ 

Witness was questioned as to the reward 
of $200 offered by the governor. He said 
that he hoped to gét the reward and that 
he intended t@ pay Detective Meyer a part 
of it and had told him so; that he also 
intended to pay Monroe, the barber, a part 
of it, but had said nothing to him about 
it.

Tell all the boys to 
come down and hear my trial. When I 
get out I shall remain in Atlanta and go 
ibpack to work as if nothing had harpened.”’

Mrs. Chika Sakurai, the Japanese woman 
who is now visiting friends in New York, is 
a very interesting and charming person. 
She has come to this country for the pur-/ 
pose of securing money for a Bible insti- 
tute in Japan. Mrs. Sakurai is of noble 
birth, and feels confident that if she can 
succeed in her undertaking she can work 
where the sameridan missionary cannot 
reach among the upper class of Japanese. 
The lords and ladies of that country are in- 
clined to look with scorn upon the misgiona- 
ries sent from America and Europe as peo- 
ple of a lower class, and refuse to have 
anything to do with them or the despised 
foreign religion. Mrs. Sakurai’s father was 
one of the nobles who fought for the Shogun 
against the emperor, who, on being restored 
to power: deprived them of their npbility 
and property. Various expedients were re- 
sorted to’ by these suddenly impoverished 
ex-nobles. Some send their daughters out 
to serve as waitresses. So, as a girl, Mrs. 
Sakurai was sent to serve in a restaurant 
at Tokio. Here she met a young naval officer 
who learned her story and afterward mar- 
ried her, giving her an English education.. 
She afterwards embraced Christianity and 
persuaded her husband to do the same. He 
left the navy and entered the ministry, and 
and is now pastor of a Presbyterian church 
in Tokio. Mrs. Sakurai established a school 
where Japanese girls were taught after the 


Engtish fashion. 


Mrs. Sakurai spoke at the last meeting of 
Sorosis, telling of a society of the higher 
class of women in Tokio. Its. objects are ed- 
ucational, but more largely charitable. Its 
members support a hospital in which Japa- 
nese soldiers have been treated during the

Mrs. Chika Sakurai, the Japanese woman 
who is now visiting friends in New York, is 
a very interesting and charming person. 


She has come to this country for the pur-/ 
pose of securing money for a Bible insti-. 


tute In Japan. Mrs. Sakurai is of noble 
birth, and feels confident that if she can 
succeed in her undertaking she can work 
where the eimerican missionary cannot 


reach among the upper class of Japanese. 


The lords and ladies of that country are in- 


clined to look with scorn upon the missiona- 
ries sent from America and Europe as peo- 


ple of a lower class, and refuse to have 


anything to do with them or the despised 
foreign religion. Mrs. Sakurai’s father was 


one of the nobles who fought for the Shogun 


against the emperor, who, on being restored 
to power: deprived them of their npbility 


and property. Various expedients were re- 
sorted to’ by these suddenly impoverished 


ex-nobles. Some send their daughters out 
to serve as waitresses. So, as a girl, Mrs. 
Sakurai was sent to serve in a restaurant 


at Tokio. Here she met a young naval officer 
who learned her story and afterward mar- 


ried her, giving her an English education.. 


She afterwards embraced Christianity and 
persuaded her husband to do the same. He 
left the navy and entered the ministry, and 
and is now pastor of a Presbyterian church 
in Tokio. Mrs. Sakurai established a school 
where Japanese girls were taught after the 


English fashion. 


Mrs. Sakurai spoke at the last meeting of 
Sorosis, telling of a society of the higher 
class of women in Tokio. Its objects are ed- 
ucational, but more largely charitable. Its 
members support a hospital in which Japa- 
nese soldiers have been treated during the 


present war with China. 


Mrs. Sakurai wears European dress, adopt- 
ing her native costume only on special oc- 


casions when speaking in public. 


“We bad @ rather queer expertence,”’- she 
said, “abouf:Europeam styles of dréss,, An 


influential doctor of*Fokio lectured. against 


our Wative costume, declaring that it was 
unhealthy; because it is'so tight about the 
hips.that..we .are compelled to take tiny lit- 
tle steps, He advised the women to‘ adopt 
European styles. Many of them did, but 


just. at.th&t fime- the English styles were 
‘about as -unéomfortable as‘ possible, with

The wamen soon discovered that 
fact. Then, as Japanese styles are. about 
the same, wealthy women were in the habit 
of having a dozen dresses made at one 
time.

W. C. Durand, who represented himself 
to the Eads-Neel Company asthe general 
manager of the Florida Phosphate Company 
and gave checks on a Florida bank» which 
were dishonored, is still in the Fulton 
county jail. 

He regards his incarceration as a great 
injustice and says that he intends to make 
somebody smoke for it. 

“What I want,’’ said he yesterday, ‘‘is a 
trial. I have been guilty of no dishonesty 
and it is simply a network of circumstances 
that has placed me in this condition. I 
gave those checks to the Eads-Neel Com- 
pany honestly believing that I had the 
money to my credit in the Florida bank. 
I gave orders before I left Florida to my 
bookkeeper to put $500 of the money belong- 
ing to the phosphate company of which I 
am general manager to my credit in bank 
so that if 1 needed any money while away 
I could check against the amount without 
mixing my personal affairs with those ‘of 
the company. 

“I see that I.am suspected of being a 
general crook, and I think that is the secret 
of my detention. 

“When it was telegraphed to Chief Con- 
nolly that I was suspected of being one 
McDonald that passed a worthless check 
on that party in Florida, I immediately 
called up Chief Connolly by telephone and 
told him to refer the holder of the worth- 
less check to the president of the First 
National bank and the mayor of Gaines- 
ville, Fla., for a description of myself. 
Both gentlemen know and I believe will be 
willing to vouch for me. 

“No, sir, I am not a crook. I am a prac- 
tical railroad, contractor and miner. lL 
built the Bristol and Elizavethton road, 
twenty miles of the Chattanooga South- 
ern and sections of several other roads, 
besides the rolling raills at Shenandoah, Va. 

“I have worked all the time as many 
as 200 mules and 500 men. M. J. O’Brien 
the defaulting treasurer of the Catholic 
Knights of America, was a special partner 
in my business. Six months before he de- 
faulted I discovered that things were not 
going right in our business and I told 
O’Brien 1 was going to make an asignment. 
He bought me out, however. I then went 
to Virginia and opened a coal mine. I af- 
terwards sold the mine for $23,000, $20,000 of 
which I applied to the payment of my per- 
sonal debts. Had I been dishonest I could 
have let these debts go and kept the money. 
With the remaining $3,000 I have since op- 
erated as a subcontractor on railroads 
and mining with more or less success. 

“When 1 had the dealings with the Eads. 
Neel Company I was stopping in Atlanta to 
get my passes renewed ane while here got 
out of money. . 

“When teld by them, 
ceived no returns from H@ehecks I volun- 
tarily proposed to remaffiwinother day, be- 
lieving the delay would be explained. 

“I was greatly surprised when I was 
arrested, and I cannot yet understand why 
the checks were not honored. My people 
I know do not know the condition I am in, 
or they would come to my relief. 

“I have never written them, and don’t 
intend to, as I have made up my mind to 
fight my way out of this trouble.” 

Durand admits that he is a drinking man 
and says that he was on a spree in Atlanta 
when he gave the checks.
